Take off your hat to the woman voter, you mere man, 
—first from chivalrous impulses, because she is a woman; 
second, because she is going to cut quite a figure in the 
Presidential contest. It has been duly attested by the fed­ 
eral census bureau that a grand total of 1,346,925 women 
are eligible to vote in the national elections in November. 
The total popular vote for all candidates for the presidency 
in 1908 was approximately 15,000,000. Making due allow­ 
ance for increase in voting population during the four 
years, it will be seen that the feminine vote may be in the 
ratio of sixteen to one this year. 
In six states women have unrestricted suffrage. 
To 
the honor and credit of this section, all these equal-suffrage 
commonwealths are Western. 
These states—California, 
Colorado, Idaho, Utah, Washington and Wyoming— 
command an aggregate of thirty-seven votes in the elec- 
tor*! college. 
This is no mean strength, especially in a 
struggle wherein political forces are so divided as they are 
this year. 
It is not beyond the bounds of reason to con­ 
ceive of a contest so close that these six states might decide 
it and, therefore, the women might be instrumental in de 
tennining who shall be the next president. The Press will 
say frankly that it looks for no such closeness of result as 
this. It is not venturing election predictions, but it expects 
a decisive result and has no fears that the election will be 
thrown into the lower house of Congress through inability 
of any of the candidates to command a majority in the elec­ 
toral college. Nevertheless, the political power of women 
in national elections will be felt this year more distinctly 
than ever before. Doubtless by, 19,1(3 thero will be enough 
equal-suffrage states to put milady in ’Commanding political 
position.—Long Beach Preii.

TO HEART TALK WITH 
THE VOTERS OF ORANGE COUNTY

After taking a tour through this senatorial district in the interest of my candidacy' for state 
senator, and finding a considerable number of voters somewhat confused on that feature of our new j 
primary election law relating to the nomination and election of presidential electors, I reached theJ 
conclusion that a brief explanation might be appreciated by the Republican voters and at the same j 
time have beneficial effect upon my own candidacy. 
For I ain satisfied, after my visitations to; 
every city and all other centers of population in the district that the sentiment of the1*Republican 
electorate is overwhelmingly in favor of Roosevelt and Johnson and that when it is clearly understood 
that a vote for candidates for the legislature means a vote for Roosevelt and Johnson, such candidates 
will receive a much larger vote than they otherwise might. 
The la# governing my point is found in section 24 of the Direct Primary Law, enacted last year, 
and without quoting the whole section, for the sake'of brevity, and yet adhering to the exact word of 
the law, I make the following statement: "Candidates for the senate and assembly nominated by 
each political party at the primary election and state senators of such political party whose term of 
office- extends beyond the first Monday of January of the year next ensuing," (meaning thereby hold­ 
over senators) "shall meet at the State Capitol at 2 o’clock in the afternoon on the 4th Tuesday of Sep­ 
tember after the date on which any primary election is held preliminary to the general November 
election." 
"In eaeh bissextile or leap year they shall also nominate as the candidates of their party as many 
electors of president and vice-president of the United States as the state is then entitled to, and it 
shall be the duty of the secretary of state to issue certificates of nomination to the electors so nominated, 
and to .cause the names of such candidates for elector to be placed upon the ballots at the ensuing 
NoVembhr election." 
It Will be clearly discerned from the above provisions that the nomination of legislative candi­ 
dates means a great deal more than a local issue, particularly at this time wheu we are engaged in a 
great political struggle within our own party for honest, representative government. 
We are but extending into national politics the fight for popular government that we so success 
fully won in this state two years ago, when the people rebelled against the domination of our politics 
by the railroad and other selfish interests, which culminated in the disgraceful Santa Cruz Conven­ 
tion where the proceedings were directed by Abe Rue! and his associates. The voters of this state 
should, and I know the vast majority of them will, at the primary election register their approval of our 
victory for the people, and of the good work of Governor {Johnson and of our lust legislature. 
Let nm remind you of some of the laws enacted at that session: 
. Direct legislation: The initiative, referendum and recall applied throughout all branches of our! 
government, state, county and municipal.

Limitation of hours and age for employment of minors. 
Anti-race track gambling bill. 
Reformatory for first offenders. 
Extension of parole and probation laws* 
Revision of criminal procedure. 
Local option in the sale of liquor. 
All these are good laws, both economically and ethically; laws that it would have been impossi­ 
ble to get through with the old machine crowd in control; and no-one knows this better than the writer 
who was, as you may know, a member of the State Senate from 1904 to 1908, wheu those few of us who 
did not owe our election to the old guard could accomplish but little else along the line of moral and 
humane laws than introducing bills embracing the said class of laws, laws doing justice to women 
and children, laws going to the embetterment of the home and society in general. 
? would particularly mention the woman suffrage amendment bill introduced at the sessiou of 
1905 and backed up by a largely signed petition by the men voters of the state. A few of us made a 
hard fight' for it, as the legislative record shows, appealing to our associates who were opposed to the 
amendment that they should at toast trust the {leojito by submitting it; but they had their orders, the 
measure was doomed, and the womeu of this state would not now have the right of suffrage, but for the 
gallant fight of Governor Johnson and his supporters. 
My opponent, Mr, Chapman, is the candidate of the enemies of Governor Johnson and Theodore 
Roosevelt, and if nominated will, as be has promised and pledged to do, vote against Roosevelt and 
Johnson electors and vote for Taft-Sheriuan electors. 
Let us see to it that the Sauta Crux and Chicago conventions shall never be refuted. We have n 
good start on the road to political reformation and real popular government. Let us keep up the good 
work by supporting the candidacy of Roosevelt and Johnson. 
Tho only way Republican voters of 
Southern California can support those (treat men at this time is by voting at the primary election, Rep* 
ternber 3rd for legislative candidates committed to vote in the State Convention for presidential electors 
favorable to Roosevelt and Johnson. 
Taft aud Sherman cannot be elected, and we have a splendid fighting chance of electing Roosevelt 
and Johnson.

There 
have been a good many changes mad* 
there In the last two years, and the 
next two years will witness a good 
many more changes. 
In fact, the whole of Orange Coun­ 
ty has been making rapid advance­ 
ment Every city, town and village 
hee gone ahead rapidly.
